Great Gathering of Prelates, Priests and Laity 


at the Boston Cathedral Today—The Cele- 
bration to be Continued for Two Days— 
MgT. Satolli and Cardinal Gibbons Present 
—Bishop Bradley Delivers the Sermon, j 


HIS GRACE ASCHBISHOP WILLIAMS. 


BOSTON, Slay 10.—Amid all tho magnifi- 


cence of religious state and ceremony the 
golden jubilee of Archbishop "Williams 
was ushered in this morning. The grand 
pontifical' high mass at 10 o'clock, In 
which the central figure was the venerable 
nrchblshop himself, did not find absent a 
single one of the noted prelates whose pres- 
ence has been so long anticipated. Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Mgr. Satolli and a great 
number o/ archbishops, bishops and man- 
Eignors were P&&II at tho great altar of 
Holy Cr^ss cathedral \vhen moss begun. 


It will be tho last time probably for 


many years that there will be witnessed 
in Boston a religious procession of such 
grandeur as that which preceded the open- 
ing of the mass. 


It was formed in the chapel on the 


Union Park street side of the cathedral, 
and from there passed out by the left 
transept along the north aisle and hallway 
into the body of the church. There by a 
cross aisle it reached the middle aisle, and 
turning, proceeded directly to the center 
of the altar railing and into tho sanctuary. 
First was formed the little altar boys, 


then the sanctuary choirs, .seminarians, 
priests, vicars general, mousigiiors, bishops 
»iid archbishops. Net far from the head, 
In the ranks of the archbishops, was thu 
pope's representative, Mgr. Satolli, with 
an escort of priesta. 


liehind them a body of acolytos, preced- 


ing Archbishop Williams, who was GUT. 
rounded by the priests "who assisted him 
in tho celebration of the mags. The tower- 
ing form of Cardinal Gibbons was seen in 
a cluster of attendant priests at the end, 
two train bearers supporting the flowing 
ends of his long suite vestments. 


Music attended upon the celebration nl 


mass, and the voice of Bishop Bradley waa 
heard from the pulpit. 


There will be a slight respite during 


the afternoon, which, however, will not bo 
altogether uninterrupted, as then; are 
many memorials and gifts to be offered to 
the archbishop, although without cere- 
mony. 


Kt. Eev. Bishop Bradley's sermon was 


an able discourse dealing with the growth 
of the church in Boston ami particularly 
with the zealous labors of His Grace the 
Archbishop. The preacher's text was: 
"And the people were joyfnl in the sight 
of the sanctuary, for the Lord hath made 
them joyful with great joy; their wives 
and their children rejoiced; and the joy o£ 
Jerusalem was heard afar off; Judith 
16:24. Esdras (II.) 12:42. 


In his eulogy of tho great prelate ha 


spoke of the priestly office, asking what is 


the priest, what should he. be in action? 
lie should be "another Christ," for Christ 
we are ambassadors, God as it were ex- 
horting through us. 
.Judge the priest by 


the standard laid down by Christ, 
Judge 


him by It as you sec him everyday tinder 
your eyes. 
Turn on him the full light of 


the sun, he will not dread it, but do not 
forget he is a man taken from among men, 
who can have compassion on them that 
are ignorant and err, because he himself 
is composed with infirmity. 
But tell me 


seeing him in the discharge of his duties, 
contemplating him with an unprejudiced 
eye, is it not true that ho is always found 
on the side of order? Are not his efforts 
at all times directed towards the uplifting, 
towards ameliorating the condiiion of his 
fellovvmen? Is ho not the conservative 
factor in' the community? Is he not the 
center about which differing and often 
jarring elements 
and nationalities are 


made to coalesce and live in peace and 
harmony? Is he not in season and out of 
season, often at the peril of his own life, 
found to be an eye to the blind, a staff to 
the

The decision of Lord Kimhcrley regard- 


ng Great Britain's position on the ques- 
tion of citizenship and protection to those 
;oucerucd in the recent uprising has just 
Jcen received In the cases ot Walker and 
Rickard, convicted of treason. According 
10 this decision, Walker and Riukiml are 
looked upon as citizens ot Groat Britain 
imd subject to protection from that coun- 
try. 


Tho decision is particularly interesting 


on account of tho letter rucently received 
from Secretary Grcsham, which indicates n 
policy directly opposed to that of Great 
Britain. Walker aud Ricknrd are natural- 
ized citizens of Hawaii; took the oath ot 
allegiance to support the constitution and 
the laws, nud sworu allegiance to the king. 
Walker aud Bickurd have made oatb 


that when they took oath of allegiance to 
Hawaii thu king told them that it would 
not? allecc their British citizenship, the 
British commissioner at time time coin- 
ciding with this statement. While in the 
dispatch Karl KJmberley simply states 
that Rickard and Walker -Juust be pro- 
tected as British subjects, it makes 110 in- 
dication of what steps will be taken. 


It is understood that tlio Hawaiian gov- 


ernment will not admit for a, inonient 
these men are British subjects, nud will 
accept the consequences. Hawaii is willing 
to leave the matter to arbitration as a 
final resort, but will not yield iu any otbei 
way. 
In the archives of the interior oflice have 


recently been fouud the written applica- 
tions of Walker and Riukard requesting 
that they bo allowed to become natural- 
ized. These documents convict them ol 
falsehood aud may close up the discus- 
sion. 


Thr. nuTTullan Oatli of Allegiance 


is as follows: 


Section 453—Every foreigner so naturalized 


shnll bo deemed to nil intents and purposes a 
native of tho Hawaiian Islands; be umimuble 
only to the laws oi this kingdom and to tlm au- 
thority and control thereof: bti entitled to the 
protection oL 
! tho euid laws and be no longer 


amenable to his ji&tivo sovereign while resid- 
ing in tills kingdom, nor entitled to resort ta 
his native, county Cor protection or intcrven 
tlon. He phall uo amenable lor evury such 
resort to the pains and puualtics auuexed to 
rebellion by Tho criminal code. 


Earl Kimberlcy's decision, setting at 


naught this la\v, has been made without 
asking for tho Hawaiian government's de- 
cision; Thu remainder of the dcc-ijloii is u 
matter of much doubt. In view of the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in the matter oi 
Nicaragua, it is feared that the British 
limy proceed to extreme measures without 
submitting the matter to argument or ar 
bitmtion. 


H1 this course should bo taken, tho. re- 


public may be asked to release Rickard 
and Walker and pay u, large indemnity at 
once, or it will bo threatened with forcible 
ucmpatiou of the south. If there should 
be a forcible occupation it would unques- 
tionably be followed by insurrection and 
bloodshed, as thu uaiivos would believe it 
meant nothing but the forcible restoration 
of the ex-queen. 
While the dispatch ot Earl Kimberley 


simply stated that Riokard aud Walker 
m ust be protected as British subjects, it 
goes no further and makes no indication 
of the step which would be taken.

Tho champions of tho 
McKiuley tariff aro tlio last who shonld 
complain of tho favoritism of tho now 
tariff Jaw. Compared with thnt measure 
of spoliation tho act of 1894 is a wise 
and beneficent reform.

Pittsburg Commercial Gazette told its

Political economy may still bo the 


"dismal science, " "bnt it is no longer a 
neglected one. History, art, science, fic- 
tion, may attract, and the soul may de- 
liglit in reveling among them, but there 
•vvillbc a never ceasing, vagus conscious- 
ness of a tliiug more vital, more serious, 
ever calliug for attention, lika the con- 
stant presence of pain through the bright 
liued. drcituiK of a lever patient. Condi- 
tions have forced tlds reluctant but in- 
tcnso interest iu industrial and social 
subjects. TheBcholar^vould gladly revel 
in more aesthetic pursnits with an ex- 
clusive fcvr, bnt tho clamor from the 
depths is too loud. All the literature- oi 
tho clay is tinged with the pain of it; 
tho glow of art is dulled with the per- 
vading presence of tho-dnrloiess and sor- 
row ; modem history runs to compari- 
sons of social conditions, and fiction is 
full of it. Either in pathos or censure, 
in sympathy or excuse, tho economic 
conditions of society ai'o discussed, in 
neEirly every novel written today. It ig 
s;ife to say that Lu all tho leading maga- 
zines, excepting those supposed to be 
peculiarly adapted to the needs and "on- 
dcrstiinding of women and children, two- 
thirds of the articles are devoted to 
some phaso of economic science. I take 
tho first one at hand, for instance. It is 
tho April number of Tho Forum. Of 
tho ten well written contributed arti- 
cles, seven ore upon subjects of social or 
industrial interests. 


Mallock criticises a recent work call- 


ed "Tho Quintessence of Socialism;" 
Atkinson deals with financial standards 
and the falling of prices; Sanboru de- 
scribes tho lives of tho homeless; Dr. 
Smyth questions the legislative method 
of suppressing gambling; Fletcher de- 
picts an appalling fact in tho "Doom of 
the Small Town;" McMaster talks of 
sound finance under a Republican gov- 
ernment, and Henry Holt iugenioiisly 
endeavors to reason away the causes for 
general social discontent. 


Four of these articles show conclusive- 


ly that something is radically \uijust in 
tho regulations of society, and that 
wrongs are constantly being perpetrated 
against tho useful classes. Perhaps they 
aro not written with this intention, hut 
the object is accomplished. The facts 
brought out in tho "Doom of the Small 
Town" ore startling, and interesting. In 
a great strip from east to west through 
tho center of our most prosperous states 
and along the lines of our most impor- 
tant railroads thousands of towns, found- 
ed only so short a time since in a spirit 
of cutei-pri.se, under cheering auspices 
and with high hopes, are now being de- 
populated, their business is dying away, 
and decay is setting in. Goldsmith's 
"Deserted Village" is as applicable to 
these young towns, blighted in their be- 
ginnings, as to the ancient villages of 
old monarchies., which acknowledged op- 
pression and robbery killed. Along tho 
region where these decaying towns are 
most numerous the laud is richly produc- 
tive; crops never fail; cattle, sheep, 
horses, hogs aro raised in abundance. 
Actual wealth ia plentiful, "but '' greatly 
depreciated in value, "and the produ- 
cers are "poor.'' Flour mills, wagon 
shops, country stores tluit once thrived 
busily are now deserted and silent. The 
enterprising young men have all gone 
away, aud tho remaining inhabitants 
are growing old apathetically, worn 
with poverty and hopelessness and the 
dearth of all that is.stimulating, amus- 
ing or educational in their lives. This 
state of things is shown to be dtio to the 
enormous power of great railroad corpo- 
rations and their discriminations in 
favor of largo cities and heavy dealers, 
and in the concentration of the indus- 
tries in great centers. But- there is some 
cankeroris cause for these things; some- 
thing gave tho corporations their power; 
something emptied the scattered work- 
shops and herded tho workers liko slaves 
in great factory dens in tho cities. The 
villagers and struggling farmers, sitting 
poverty stricken and desolate in the 
midst of their own abundance, hearing 
the faint hum of far distant wheels of 
industry, cannot but be discontented. 
The very spirit of discontent broods 
among them as elsewhere. 


In another article, "A Study of Beg- 


gars and Their Lodgings," the victims 
of these deserted villages, closed shops, 
mills and stores, aro followed and their 
lives graphically described. The author 
does not say his subjects aro victims, and 
he evidently thinks they drift into vaga- 
bondage because they like it. But any 
economic student knows that if the biisi- 
ness of a thousand towns closes down a 
great many men must henceforth tramp 
about in. idleness. Tho crowded indus- 
trial centers will not swallow them all. 
TSTo doubt tho -"fittest" find employment 
and .the least enterprising take to tramp- 
ing, though this is not always the case. 
Men do not choose to bo pauper tramps, 
when comfort and respectability and 
homes arc offered them. Abuse, injus- 
tice, drudgery, confinement, drive men 
to wander away friendless and unre- 
garded, but they do not leave decent con- 
ditions to do so. 
A third paper shows how inadequate 


any of the financial arrangements yet 
adopted are for the needs of the people. 
It shows that financial legislation so far 
has been but the means of allowing a 
few to amass enormous fortunes in a 
short time, of scattering the patient ac- 
cumulations of a lifetime in a moment, 
of robbing the prodticer of the fruits of 
his labor, of. permitting the shrewd 
financier opportunities to institute sharp 
schemes that mean failure, ruin and 
panic to the people.. The.vtTiter docs iiot 
think he is doing this, he believes he is 
simply proving nothing is money bnt a 
stamped dollar containing "twenty-five 
and eijzht-tenths crains" of izold. In- 


stead, he shows that we have been labor- 
ing iinder wrong financial systems from 
the beginning, and if there are any who 
understand tho true basis of finance they 
have so f ar used their knowledge only to 
procure legislation favorable to a few and 
•unjust to the actual producers of wealth. 
Ho gives a history of financial disasters, 
which shows that tho most unwise, un- 
just imd cruel monetary systems have 
been in vogue, and that periodical na- 
tional convulsions in. which ruined lives 
and wrecked f Oii-unes tumble into a cha- 
otic heap are inevitable. And ho does 
not assure us that anything ho presents 
will eliminate these evils. Neither ho 
nor any of tho great financiers have yet 
suggested a simple plan which shall ex- 
pcdito the free exchange of products 
among producers—the only use "money 
ought to have—nor suggested methods 
that will prevent "cornering" money, 
wringing out usury and forcing men to 
pay debts twice and thrice over. The 
barbarian who simply barters is as yet 
wiser and more just than our foremost 
financiers. 


Now, besides these articles which show 


how great aro tho wrongs on which so- 
ciety is based is the essay by Professor 
Henry Holt, a- man who never toiled and 
is not personally acquainted with a hah" 
dozen rcalworkingnien, in which, he en 
deavors to show that there aro no causes 
for social discontent if only tho masses 
of the people could be educated in the 
first principles of economies. He may be 
right in ono sense, but tho principles he 
would teach have in them no promise of 
power to eliminate these causes. He 
would instruct the plebeian youth of .the 
land first as to the sacredness of private 
property, of contract and of honesty. 
Next they must be taught to appreciate 
the manager's or employer's functions 
and to aspire to be able to perform them 
and that without him nothing of tho 
wealth "they produce could be bronglr 
into existence, and that all our condi 
tions are subject to natural law, and it is 
of no use to rebel against it or maka a 
row about it. 


Now, 
while we might not find fault 


with the "sacredness of private prop 
erty,'' provided it were not too sacred— 
abova human life, for instance—and pro 
vided that "private property" means 
that which a man produces or returns 
an equivalent for, nor with "the sacred 
ness of contract,'' providing all the con 
tractirig parties aro on a free and eqna! 
footing, nor with "honesty," so long as 
all classes ore called upon to observe it 
workingmen will decidedly object to 
submitting patiently to the "boss" as In 
has always existed or to so called 
"laws" of economics that have made n 
wretched through so many ages. We 
tho discontented, propose to choose oui 
managers, define their duties and dis 
miss them when they begin to rob us 
Tho manager may be necessary to pro 
ductiou. but he need not essentially be t 
tyrant or a robber. We will not quietly 
accept "laws" that work injustice an< 
misery to tho whole, human race. W 
will fight against them with all our 
strength. 
Wo will investigate and dis 


cover new ones that shall insure free 
dom, comfort and equal opportunities 
even if in doing so we disturb the peace 
ful quiet o:E tho scholars and professors 
We may not yet know just what w 
want nor how to put into practice tha 
higher law we ore finding out, but w 
mean to 


Keep our aoula alert with noble discontent 


until we reach justice and happiness. 


True, a wider and better education on 


economic subjects might result in bette 
social conditions. Bnt it is the loader in 
economics and politics today who need 
to bo educated, who should be taugh 
the principles that will secure the we! 
faro of all tho people, and inspired wit" 
a willingness to put such knowledge iut 
practice. If they do not learn, the com 
moii people will eventually. But it wil 
not be in exhibiting greater patienc 
and submission under miserable condi 
tions that their new knowledge will b 
used. A widely different, true informa 
tion in regard to economic question 
would not result as the professor hopes 
The parasite class would find themselve 
bereft of their bond slaves forever, am 
their chances of getting something fo 
nothing would everlastingly vanish. 


The conditions which have confrontec 


us in the last few years have compiler 
the ease loving, cultivated and well t 
do to sincerely and extensively take u 
the discussion of economic problems. W 
may not sec that tho various movement 
instituted by tho suffering multitude 
have been successful, but we can se 
that they have had this effect. The gran 
tramp of thousands of unwilling idler 
across a continent, the gigantic sympa 
tkotic strikes which block the wheels o 
a nation's commerce, tho sweep of 
new political idea, the moan of th 
thousands who aro dying of hunger even 
while they are at work, the desolation 
of our richest farming regions—all thes 
have seemingly failed to achieve an 
great victory. But they have had tliei 
effect. 
It is impossible for men to kee; 


silent. 
Tn the face of these appalh'nj 


facts something must, be said. So far 
these sayings seem to be toward exeus 
ing or establishing the necessity of sue. 
conditions aud in endeavoring to per 
Buado tho common people, to be th 
tvorld's burden bearers with less vio 
leuce aud disturbance of the peace. Bu 
this will not answer for long.. Pcopl 
who must learn their economics, not ii 
comfortable studios .out of calf boun 
books, but in bitter experience and suf 
fering, cannot be expected to put their 
knowledge into practice as gently an 
smoothly as happier beings might. -Bu 
if it is left for them to do, then all classe 
must abide by the consequences.....

"The law," ho said, ''plainly says that 


ofticera when making arrests on charges 
of misdemeanors must have with them the 
warrant unless they themselves wore wit- 
nesses ot the offense committed. 
l'A person has the right td know why- 


he is arrested and all officers are obliged 
to recognize that right. 


"But this law does not extend far. 
It 


refers to misdemeanors. In all cases of 
drunkenness,- assault, disturbance, etc., 
which the olllcer sees, the 
offender may

At any rate, the Republican organs 


will be obliged to reach KOIIIO ground of 
consistency in their assaults on the new 
tariff before the beginning of the cam- 
paign of 18DO. By tliat time the popular 
mind will have been too well instructed 
iu regard to the character and effect of 
tho new law to bo longer deceived by 
confused and contradictory Protectionist 
clamors. In a recent article the Cleve- 
land Leader made the rash assertion 
that tho tariff which has superseded the 
MeKiuley act "is full of favors to tho 
trusts." Tlio answer to this is in the 
substantial reduction of duties on steel 
rails, steel beams, refined sugar, copper, 
cordiige, linseed oil, white lead, cotton 
ties and every other article with which 
tho trusts and monopolies are concerned. 
If the trusts enjoy any advantages in tho 
ue\v tariff, they are trivial in compari- 
son with thq firyprH granted them by the 
JIcKinley axit. The champioua of the 
MeKiuley tariff are the last who should 
complain of tho favoritism of the new 
tariff liiw. Compared with that measure 
of spoliation the act of 1894 is a wise 
and beneficent reform.

Aud now comes the New York Trib- 


une witJi an analysis to show that under 
tho first half year's operation of the new 
tariff the people are getting only 47.0 
per cent of their imported goods free of 
duty, while under the MeKiuley law 
they pot 50.7 per sent free of dnty. Yet, 
according to Protectionist authorities, 
:he new tariff is the wicked measure 
:hat 
by its additions to the free list has 


wrought "ruin" upon the industries'of 
tho country. 


Tho hand that lurks beneath the analy- 


sis of The Tribune is exposed by the fact 
that under the new tariff the important 
article of sugar is subject to a revenue 
duty, while under tbe McKinley tariff 
tho American people paid a higher tax 
on sugar, i'ro.'n which the treasury do- 
rived no revenue. By tho McKiuloy act 
the diity on refined sugar was levied in 
Bucli ;v way aft to put ti tax of half a cent 
a pouud upon the entire "American con- 
sumption of sugar, foreign and domestic, 
without bringing $1 to the federal treas- 
ury. At the some time the MeKiuley 
tariff raised the duties on many articles 
so as to prohibit their importation. These 
two facts, the prohibitions in the Mc- 
Kinley tariff and the partial restoration 
of the sugar duties, explain why the 
percentage of actually imported goods is 
greater under tho now than under the 
old tariff. While the American people 
paid more for commodities under the 
McKinley tariff, the government got less 
revenue. The Tribune's analysis shows 
that in the first six months of the new 
tariff the imports of free raw materials 
for manufacturing amounted to 
259.799, against $EO,980,G97 iu the cor- 
responding period during the preceding 
year. This substantial increase in imports 
of freo raw materials is in itself a sig- 
nificant indication of the improvement 
in trade. Tho more the Protectionists 
shall analyze the new tariff the more 
highly will it shine in comparison with 
McKinlevism.

Political ecouoiuy may still be the 


"dismal science," but it is no longer a 
neglected one. -History, art, science, fic- 
Mou, may attract, und the soul m;ty de- 
light in reveling imiong thorn, tut there 
will bo a never ceasing, vague con.scioiis- 
ness of a thing inoro vital, more .serious, 
ever calling for attention, like the con- 
st;mt presence of pniii through tho bright 
hued droiiins of a fever patient. Condi- 
tions have forced this reluctant "but in- 
tense interest in industrial and social 
subjects. The scholar-would gladly revel ! 
in more aesthetic pursuits with aii ex- ! 
elusive few, but the clamor from the ] 
depths is too loud. All the literature of j 
tho day is tinged with the pain of it; ! 
tho glow of art is dulled with tho.per- 
viiding presence of the darkness and sor- 
row ; modern history nms to compari- 
sons of social conditions, and fiction is 
full of it. 
Either in pathos or censure, ! 


in sympathy or excuse, tho economic 
conditions of society are discussed in 
uciiily every novel written today. It ia 
s;ife to say that in nil the leading maga- 
zines, excepting those supposed to be 
peculiarly adapted to tho needs and uii- 
derstanOiug of women ;md children, two- 
thri'ds of tho iu-ticles are devoted to 
some phase of economic (science. I take 
tlie first OLIO at hand, for instance. It is 
tie April number of The Forum. Of 
tho ten well written contributed arti- 
cles, seven arc upon subjects of social or 
industrial interests. 


Mallock criticises a recent work call- 


ed "The Quintessence of Socialism;" 
Atkinson deals with- financial standards 
and tho falling of prices ; Sauborn de- 
scribes the lives of the homeless; Dr. 
Smyth questions the legislative method 
of suppressing gambling; Fletcher de- 
picts an appalling fact in the "Doom, oi 
tho Small Town;" McMaster talks of 
sound finance under a Republican gov- 
ernment, and Henry Holt ingeniously 
endeavors to reason away the causes for 
general social discontent. 


Four of- these articles show conclusive- 


ly that something, is radically unjust in 
tho -regulations of" society, and that" 
wrongs are constantly being perpetrated 
against the useful classes. Perhaps they 
are not written with this intention, but 
tho object is accomplished. The facts 
brought out'in the "Doom, of the Sinai] 
Town" are startling and interesting. In 
a groat strip from east to west through 
tho center of our most prosperous states 
and along the lines of our most, impor- 
tant railroads thousands of towns, found- 
ed only so short a time since in a spirit 
of enterprise, under cheering auspices 
and with high hopes, are now being de- 
populated, their business is dying away, 
and decay ia setting in, Goldsmith's 
"Deserted Village" is as applicable to 
these young towns, blighted in their be- 
ginnings, as to the ancient villages of 
old monarchies, which acknowledged op- 
pression and robbery tilled. Along the 
region where these decaying towns are 
most numerous the laud is richly produc- 
tive; crops never fail; cattle, sheep, 
horses, hogs are raised in abundance. 
Actual wealth is plentiful, but "greatly 
depreciated in value," and the produ- 
cers are "'poor." Flour mills, wagon 
shops, country stores that onco thrived 
busily oro now deserted and silent. The 
enterprising young men have all gone 
away, and tho remaining inhabitants 
aro growing old apathetically, worn 
with poverty and hopelessness and the 
dearth of all that is stimulating, amus- 
ing or educational in their lives. This 
state of things is shown to be due to the 
enormous power of great raihroad corpo- 
rations and their discriminations in 
favor of large cities and heavy dealers, 
and in the concentration of tho indus- 
tries in great centers. But there is some 
cankerous cause for these tilings; some- 
thing gave the corporations their power; 
something emptied the scattered work- 
shops and herded the workers like slaves 
in great factory dens in tho cities. The 
villagers and struggling farmers, sitting 
poverty stricken and desolate in the 
midst of their own abundance, hearing 
tho faint hum of far distant wheels of 
industry, cannot but be discontented. 
The very spirit of discontent broods 
among them as elsewhere. 
' In another article, "A Study of Beg- 
gars and Their Lodgings," the victims 
of these deserted Tillages, closed shops, 
mills and stores, are followed and their 
lives graphically described. The author 
does not say his subjects aro victims, and 
he evidently thinks they drift into vaga- 
bondage because they like it. But any 
economic student knows that if tho busi- 
ness of a thousand towns closes down a 
great many men must henceforth tramp 
about iu idleness. 
The crowded indus- 


trial centers will not swallow them all. 
No doubt the "fittest'' find employment 
and the least enterprising take to tramp- 
IUK, though this is not always tho case. 
Men do not choose to be pauper tramps, 
when comfort and respectability and 
homes are offered them. Abuse., injus- 
tice drudgery, confinement, drive men 
to wander away friendless and unre- 
garded, but they do not leave decent con- 
ditions to do so. 
A third paper shows how inadequate 


anv of the financial arrangements yet 
adopted are for the needs of the people. 
It shows that financial legislation so far 
has been but the means of allowing a 
few to amass enormous fortunes in a 
short time, of scattering the patient ac- 
cumulations of a lifetime in a moment, 
of robbing the producer of the fruits of 
his labor, of permitting the shrewd 
financier opportunities to institute sharp 
schemes that mean failure, ruin and 
panic to the people. The writer does not 
think he is doing this, he believes he is 
simply proving.nothing is money but a 
stamped dollar, containing "twenty-five 
and eight-tenths grains" of gold. In- 


stead, he shows that we have been labor- 
ing under wrong financial systems from 
the beghmirrs, and if there are any who 
understand tho true basis of finance they 
havo no f unified their knowledge only to 
procure legislation favorable to n few and 
unjust to tho actual producers'of wealth. 
He gives a history o£ financial disasters, 
which shows that the most unwise, un- 
just and cruel monetary systems have 
been in rogue, and that periodical na- 
tional convulsions in which ruined lives 
and wrecked f Cirtunes tumble into a cha- 
otic heap are inevitable. And ho does 
not assure us that anything he presents 
will eliminate these ovils, Neither he 
nor any.of the great financiers have yet 
suggested a simple plan, which shall ex- 
pedite the free exchange of products 
among producers—the only use money 
ought to have—nor suggested methods 
that will prevent "cornering" money, 
wringing out usury .and forcing men to 
pay debts twice and thrice over. Tho 
barbarian who simply barters is as yet 
wiser and more just than our forcinowt 
financiers. 


Now, 
besides these articles which show 


how great aro the wrongs on which so- 
ciety is based is tho essay by Professor 
HSbiny Holt, a man who nuver toiled and 
is not personally acquainted with.a half 
dozen real workiugmeu, in which he en- 
deavors to show that there are no causes 
for social discontent if only the masses 
of the people could be educated in. the 
first principles of economics. He may be 
right in one sense, but the principles ho 
would teach have in them no promise of 
power to eliminate these causes. 
He 


would instruct the plebeian youth of the 
laud first as to the sacredness of private 
property, of contract and of .honesty. 
Nest they must be taught to appreciate 
the manager's or employer's functions 
and.to aspire to ba able to perform them, 
and that without him nothing of the 
wealth they produce could be brought 
into existence, and that all otir condi- 
tions arc) subject to natural laiy, .and it is 
of-no-naorta rebel -against •ifror-mabe-a 
row about it. 


N, off, while ^ye might npf find fault 


•with "the "sacrediiEss''bf private' pr'dp"- 
erty," provided it were not too sacred— 
above human life, for instance—and pro- 
vided that "private property" means 
that which a. man produces or returns 
an equivalent for, nor with '' the sivcred- 
ness of contract," providing all the con- 
tracting parties are on a free and equal 
footing, nor with "honesty," so long as 
all classes are calli"! upon to observe it, 
workingrnen will decidedly object to 
submitting patiently to the "boss" as ho 
has always existed or to so called 
"laws" of economics that have made us 
wretched tlirongh so many ages. We, 
the discontented, propose to choose our 
managers, define their duties and dis- 
miss them when they begin to rob us. 
The manager may be necessary to pro- 
duction, but ho need not essentially be a 
tyrant or a robber. We will not quietly 
accept "laws" that work injustice aud 
misery to tho whole human race. We 
will fight against them with all our 
strength. Wo will investigate and dis- 
cover new ones that shall insure free- 
dom, 
comfort and equal opportunities, 


even if in doing so we disturb the peace- 
ful quiet of the scholars and professors. 
We may not yet know just what wo 
want nor how to put into practice that 
higher law we are finding out, but wo 
mean to 


Keep our souls alert ^vith noble discontent 


until we reach justice and happiness. 


True, a wider and better education on 


economic subjects might result in better 
social conditions. But it is the leader iu 
economics and politics today who needs 
to bo educated, who should be taught 
tho principles that will secure the wel- 
fare of all tho people, and inspired with, 
a willingness to put such knowledge into 
practice. If they do not learn, the com- 
mon people will eventually. But it will 
not be in exhibiting greater patience 
and submission under miserable condi- 
tions that their now knowledge will bo 
used. A widely different, true informa- 
tion in regard to economic questions 
would not result as the professor hopes. 
The parasite class would find themselves 
bereft of their bond slaves forever, and 
their chances of getting something for 
nothing would everlastingly vanish. 


The conditions which have confronted 


us in the last few years have compiled 
the ease loving, cultivated and well to 
do to sincerely and extensively take up 
tho discussion, of economic problems. We 
may not see that the various movements 
instituted by the suffering multitudes 
have been successful, but we can see 
that they havo had this effect. The grand 
tramp of thousands of unwilling idlers 
across a continent, the gigantic sympa- 
thetic strikes which block the wheels of 
a nation's commerce, tho sweep of a 
new political idea, the moan, of the 
thousands who are dying of hunger even 
while they are at work, the desolation 
of our richest forming regions—all these 
have seemingly failed to achieve any 
great victory. But they have had their 
effect. 
It is impossible for men to keep 


silent. In the face of these appalling 
facts something must be said So far 
these sayings seem to be toward excus- 
ing or establishing the necessity of such 
conditions and in endeavoring to per- 
suade the common people to be the 
tvorld's burden bearers with less vio- 
lence and disturbance of the peace. But 
this will not answer for long. 
People 


who must learn their economics, not in 
comfortable studios out of calf bound 
books, but in bitter experience and suf- 
fering, cannot be expected to put their 
knowledge into practice as gently and 
smoothly as happier beings might. But 
if it is left for them to do, then all classes 
must abide by the consequences.

policy directly opposed to that of Great 
Britain. Wa)ker and Rickavd are natural- 
ized citizens of Hawaii; took the oath c-t 
allegiance to support the constitution and 
the laws, aud swore allegiance to this king. 


Walker and liickard have made oath 


that when they took oath of allegiance to 
Hawaii the Icing told them that it would 
not affect their British citizenship, the 
British commissioner at that timo coin- 
ciding with this statement. While in tha 
dispatch Earl Kimberley simply suites 
that Riekard and Walker -inusu bti pro- 
tected as British subjects, it makes uo in- 
dication ot wVmt steps will be taken. 


It is understood that the Hawaiian gov- 


ernment will not admit for a moment 
these.men are British aubjocts, and vrill 
accept the consequences. Hawaii Is willing 
to leave tho matter to arbitration as a 
llnalresort, but will not yield in any othei 
way.

Tim Hawaiian Oath of Allegiance 


is as follows: 


Section 452—Every foreigner so naturalized 


shall be deemed to all infants and purposes a 
native of the Hawaiian Islands; be amenable 
only to the laws of this kingdom and to the au- 
thority and control thereof: be entitled to Chu 
protection of lhe saidliuvs and be no longer 
umcuable to hiy natire sovereign while rosicl- 
ing in this kingdom, nor entitled tu riiaort to 
his native count™- far protection or intervea 
tlon. He shall Ee amenable for every suJB 
resort; to the puuia and penalties annexed Co 
rebellion by the criminal code. 


Earl Kimhei'ley's decision, setting at 


naught this law, has been made without 
asking for the Hawaiian government's de- 
cision. The remainder of the decision is a 
matter of much doubt. In view o£ the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in tlie matter of 
Nicaragua, it is feared that the British 
may proceed to extreme measures without I 
submitting the matter to nrgLLuienb or ar- 
bitration. 
If this course should be tnkeu, the re- 


public may be .asked to release Rickard 
and Walker and pay a large indemnity at 
once, or it will \x threatened with forcible 
occupation of the south. If thcro should 
be a forcible occupation it would unques- 
tionably bo followed by insurrection and 
bloodshed, as the natives would believe ib 
meant nothing but the forcible restoration 
of the ex-queen. 
While the dispatch of Karl Kimbcrley 


simply stated that Riekard ami Walker 
must be protected as British subjects, it 
goes no f arthur aud makes no indication 
of the step which would be taken. 16 Li 
understood that the government will not 
admit for a moment that these men uro 
British subjects, aud accept the conse- 
quences. It would leave this matter to ar- 
bitration as a. final resort, but will not 
yield iu any other wr-y. 


The many rumors regarding tho arrival 


of afllibusteringexpedition, have caused the 
government to charter an island steamer 
for the purpose of palroling Hawaiian 
waters to prevent tho landing of arms for 
the revolutionists.
